CENTRAL HOCKEY LEAGUE SURVIVES 


It all began in 1963 as the Central Professional Hockey Lea 
members. Before that opening season came to a close, a tragi 


ague with Indianapolis. Minneapolis, Omaha, St. Louis and St. Paul as charter 
re forced the Indianapolis team to shift its operations to Cincinnati. Those with 
superstitious tendencies might have looked upon this start as a prophetic omen. Ever since then, the now Central Hockey League has had a 
constant struggle for survival. Despite the uncertainties besetting the league it has managed to do the job it was designed to do — that of 
providing the stepping stone for futurg major league stars. Skating in the arenas of the NHL and WHA currently are hosts of stars who served 
their pro apprenticeship in the Central. 

In 1964, the league expanded to six teams with the entry of Tulsa and the move of the Indianapolis — Cincinnati franchise to Memphis. It 
was the first move into the deep south that was to become a trademark of penetration into unlikely hockey cities like Houston, Ft. Worth, and 
Dallas. The six team format lasted through the 1965-66 and the 1966-67 seasons. But not without change. The Omaha franchise was shifted to 
Houston. and Minneapolis bowed out of the league in favor of Oklahoma City to start the 1965 campaign. Omaha regained a team at the start 
of the 1966-67 season with the move of the Minnesota—St. Paul franchise to Nebraska. 

There was an air of optimism as, for the first time, the league had eight entries for the 1967-68 season. This was accomplished with the 
movement of the Memphis and St. Louis franchises to Ft. Worth and Dallas respectively along with granting of new franchises to Memphis and 
Kansas City. This was increased to an unbelievable nine teams with the addition of Amarillo in 1968. The addition of Amarillo made Texas the 
state with the most pro hockey teams in the entire nation. This distinction was short lived, however. Amarillo and Houston were to bow out of 
Texas and the Central Hockey League for the opening of the 1969-70 season. In addition, the Memphis franchise was moved to Waterloo. lowa 
as the league opened the season as a seven team league. 


The Iowa Stars lasted one season, but Amarillo reactivated its franchise thus assuring the league of a seven team format. That lasted one 
season, Amarillo bowed out again, and the Central Hockey League was once again down to six teams in 1971-72. The Kansas City Blues and 
Oklahoma City Blazers suspended operations after the 1971-72 season and the league was reduced to its lowest since the formation in 1963. 
Only Dallas, Ft. Worth, Omaha and Tulsa retained Central Hockey League identity during the 1972-73 season, playing an interlocking schedule 
with the six Western Hockey League teams. 

The 1973-74 season raised hopes for an upsurge in the fortunes and future of the league. It was back to six teams strength, an independent 
schedule and the introduction of Albuqurque along with the return of Oklahoma City. 

1974 was the year that the Western Hockey League died at age 26. Denver, Seattle and Salt Lake City cast their lot with the Central League 
and, despite the loss of Albuqurque, it was once again an eight team, two division operation. Persistent rumors during the 1974-75 season cast a 
pall as hockey experts predicted a fate similar to the Western League for the Central League. Early in the off season this year such dire 
predictions seemed destined to become fact. Omaha, one of the stalwarts of the league, was to be no longer. Denver and Seattle, dreaming of 
NHL glory, had abandoned the Central League. The battle for survival was again at hand. Backed by some strong support, and the induction of 
Tucson, the Central League was once again off and running for the 1975-76 season as a six team league.

‘WHAT THEY DO 


GOALKEEPER — The goalkeeper's main responsibility is to keep 
the puck from entering the goal and there are no restrictions 
placed on the methods he can employ. His offensive contributions 
are limited and consist of occasionally passing the puck up to his 
defensemen or forwards to start a rush. A goalkeeper never scores 
a goal and only on rare occasions does he receive credit for an 
assist. 


DEFENSEMEN – Basically the two defensemen try to stop the 
incoming play at their own blue line. They also block shots, clear 
the puck from in front of their goal and watch the opposing for- 
wards. Offensively they carry the puck up the ice or pass the puck 
up to the forwards, then follow the play into the attacking zone 
and help to keep it there. 


CENTER — The center operates mostly up and down the middle 
of the ice and usually leads his team's attack by carrying the puck. 
He sets up plays by exchanging passes with his two wingmen and 
tries to steer the play in towards the opponent's goal. Defensively 
he tries to keep the play in the attacking zone by harassing the op- 
ponent's puck carrier. (Forechecking) After the opposition works 
the puck out of their end of the rink, he tries to interrupt their 
playmaking as it moves through the neutral zone and into his de- 
fending zone. (Backchecking) 


WINGS-— The two wings move up and down the sides of the rink 
with the direction of play. Offensively they skate abreast of the 
center exchanging passes with him while positioning themselves 
for a shot on the goal. Defensively they watch the opponents wings 
and try to disrupt their playmaking and shooting as the action 
moves back towards the defending zone. (Backchecking) 


OFFICIALS 


REFEREE: The referee supervises the game and 
is in complete charge at all times. He starts the 
game, calls the penalties, determines goals and 
handles face-offs in the two defending zones. 
LINESMEN: The two linesmen call offsides and 
icing the puck and handle face-offs in the neu- 
tral zone. They also break up altercations be- 
tween players and can only recommend to the 
referee that penalties be called. 


GOAL JUDGE: One goal judge sits off-ice each 
net and indicates when a goal is scored by turn- 
ing on the red light just above him. While his 
judgment is sought in determining disputed 
goals, the referee is the final authority and can 
overrule the goal judge at any time. 

SCORER: The scorer determines which player 
scores and who shall be awarded assists, if any. 
He may seek the advice of the referee but the 
scorer is the final authority in these matters.

Face-off ПШ 


To start play at any time, the puck is dropped between two opposing players 
who face each other. Time starts when the nuck is dropped. 

Power Play 

The name applied to a group of players when a team has the advantage of 
an extra man because of a penalty to the other club; usually four forwards 
and one defenseman. 

Point 

A position on the ice just inside the opposition blue line and close to the 
boards on either side of the rink. The attacking defensemen usually take 
these positions when their team is in control of the puck in the opposition's 
zone 

Pull the Goalie 

А team that is losing by one goal will sometimes take the goaltender off the 
ice in favor of another forward. This happens only in the dying minutes of 
the game and makes for exciting finishes. 

Corners 

These are really curved parts of the boards in the corners of the rink. 
Curved Sticks 

(or hooked sticks) - Many players put a curve in the blade of their 
stick for increased puck control and shooting accuracy, limit X inch 


Back Check 

Attempt by forwards on their way back to their defensive zone to regain 
the puck from the opposition. 

Body Check 

Slowing or stopping an opponent with the puck by using hip or shoulder. 
(Legal) 

Breakaway 

No opponent between puck carrier and opponent's goal except goalkeeper. 
Drop Pass 

Puck carrier leaves the puck behind to be picked up by a trailing teammate. 
Fore Check 

To keep opponents in their end of the rink while trying to regain control of 
the puck. 

Freezing the Puck 

Holding the puck against the boards with the slick or skates. 

Hat Trick 

Three goals scored by a player in one game. 

Headmanning 

Passing the puck ahead to a leading teammate. 

Power Play 

During a penalty, the team with the advantage sends five men with the puck 
into the penalized team's defending zone. 

Slap Shot 

Bringing the stick back, then quickly forward and slapping the puck ahead

Here's How To Watch A Hockey Game 


Is this your first ice hockey game? 


If it is, let an old timer give you a few pointers on how to 
watch it. Like all sports, the fan needs a certain amount of 
equipment. Hockey is fast, the fastest game in the world, so 
the first thing to get is roller bearings for your eyes. If you 
don't, your eyes are likely to remain at one end of the rink 
while the puck is at the other. 


Next, we suggest that you buy a swivel for your neck so 
that your head can move as well as your eyes after the first 
five minutes. Otherwise, you may end up with a permanent 
"set" to your neck similar to the famous "crooked" neck of 
Rube Marquard, great Giant pitcher of the past. 


And while you are on the way to the game — the next 
game — stop at the corner drug store for a throat spray. 
Then you will be able to talk the next morning. For safety 
sake, bring along a bundle of cotton for your ears and a 
hammer to nail yourself to the seat. You might also include a 
pair of handcuffs in case your neighbor starts throwing 
things. 

If you have taken care of these few details, you are ready 
to watch a hockey game. Hockey, we might say briefly, is 
a six man game; two wingmen, a center, two defensemen 
and a goal tender. They are all intent on two things, putting 
the puck in the other fellow's net, and reducing their oppon- 
ents to a pulp as quickly as possible. Like any other game, 
the first rule in the book is to watch the ball. The "ball" in 
the case of hockey is a flat rubber disc called a puck, which 
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the players push around with a hockey stick. Sometimes the 
puck flies out of the rink and lands in the lap, ear, mouth, 
or eye of a spectator. In that case, they take the spectator 
to the hospital and get another puck. 

The rink or playing surface is divided into zones by blue 
lines . . . What rules govern the blue lines — we have not 
been able to master for thirty years . . . Each year the rule 
makers make up a new code and by the time we learn the 
regulations a new set is in vogue. 

So we advise you to let the referee run that part of the 
game. They will tell you when a player is on or off side — 
and who expects a fight every time a man jumps off the 
bench. 

We mention the fact that each team works three sets of 
forwards so that debs or subdebs, who are susceptible to 
handsome young wingmen — and hockey is packed with 
handsome young men — do not centre their attention on a 
player rather than the puck. Remember, an ice hockey play- 
er is on the ice usually three minutes at a stretch, that he 
plays only a third of the game and controls the puck only 
but 90 seconds at the most. If you keep your eye on one 
man you will see only one forty-fifth of the game! 

Hockey is so fast and exciting that all you will remember 
about the first game is a blur and the number of times your 
neighbor punched you in the ribs while cheering. The second 
game you may see one goal go into the net. The third game 
you'll be a full-fledged rooter and by the fourth you will be 
calling the referee a "Robber." Good Luck!

The 1974-75 hockey season was without a doubt the greatest in history as it relates to achievements of American hockey players according 
to the United States Hockey Hall of Fame at Eveleth, Minnesota. 

On March 2, 1975, the Atlanta Flames’ Curt Bennett (Cranston, Rhode Island) broke Tommy Williams’ (Duluth, Minnesota) old record for 
the most goals in an NHL season by an American, twenty-three, and went on to establish a new seasonal mark of thrity-one. Earlier in the year 
Bennett had scored two hat tricks, only the third and fourth times in NHL history that an American had accomplished the feat. 

The above mentioned Williams potted his 150th NHL career goal on March 7 for the Washington Capitals. This is far and away more than 
any American has scored during an NHL career. Then on April 7, teammate Stan Gilbertson, also from Duluth, scored four goals in a game to 
become the only American to ever achieve that record. 

In the American Hockey League U.S. players were prominent on the roster of the Calder Cup winning Springfield Indians: Phil Hoene, Mark 
Heaslip, both from Duluth; Mike usitalo, Calument, Michigan; and Gary Sargent, Bemidji, Minnesota. Cambridge, Massachusetts native Dave 
Hynes became the first known American to score five goals in a professional game when he did so on February 17 in a 13-1 victory of his 
Rochester Americans over Springfield. Americans Ed Walsh, Nova Scotia (Arlington, Massachusetts) and Rich Chartraw, Nova Scotia (Erie, Pa.) 
made the first All Star team while Dave Reece, Rochester (Troy, N.Y.) placed on the second team. Both Walsh and Reece are goalies while 
Chartraw is a defenseman. 

South Boston, Massachusetts’ native Fred Ahern had a big year for the Central League champion Salt Lake City Golden Eagles scoring 
twenty-six goals and twenty-six assists. Other big U.S. scores in the league were Rob Palmer, Dallas (Detroit, Michigan) with 12-34-46 and Bill 
Klatt, Omaha (St. Paul, Minnesota) with 20-25-45. 

The United States Hockey Hall of Fame is located on Highway 53 in Eveleth (60 miles north of Duluth) and is open 9 am to 6 pm 
Monday-Saturday and 10 am to 6 pm Sundays during the summer. Winter hours are Monday-Saturday 9 am to 5 pm and Noon-5 pm Sundays.
